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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

Claim 14 is objected to because of the following informalities: claim 14 is method 
claim that depends on claim 9, a product and for this office action, claim 14 will be 
treated is if it depends on claim 1 1 . Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-10, 20-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 

being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 

which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1, 20, line 6, the phrase "the silicon oxide" lacks antecedent basis. 
In claims 1,20, lines 6-7, the expression "wherein the silicon oxide to silicon nitride 
selectivity ranges from about 50 to about 700" is exactly unclear if applicant is referring 
to a semiconductor composite device having a silicon oxide and silicon nitride that is 
selectively polished at a selectivity ranging from about 50 to about 700. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 11-19 are allowed over prior art. 

Claims 1-10, 20-22 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the art of record considered as a whole, alone or in combination, neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious a high selectivity aqueous slurry composition 
comprising an organic compound in an amount of about 5 to about 2.0 weight percent in 
an aqueous solution, and selectively polishing silicon oxide in preference to silicon 
nitride at a selectivity ranging from about 50 to about 700.

Edelbach et al., Grover et al., Hosali et al., Wang et al. disclose 
slurry composition.
